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ABSTRACT 

The docunent presents, in table fori, data on the 
pre*center characteristics of 46 student families in the 
Hountain-Plains prograi in September and October 1974. The 
characteristics include: faiily demography » racial origin, 
educational le?el, pre?ious training, a?erage nuiber and length of 
jobs, enployaent status, salaries and incoie, welfare and other 
assistance, insurance, debts, sa?ings, coiiunity organization and 
volunteer activities, housing status and housing and utility 
expenses, voting record, faiily nobility, and need for various 
services. Also tabulated are the results of a coiprehensive test of 
basic skills in language, lath, reading, and study skills for the 46 
heads of household and 34 spouses. The docuient concludes with tables 
showing demographic data for the Hountain-Plains program participants 
compared with regional and national statistics. (NH) 
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POINTS OF INTEREST: 



1 . Family Input - During the nnonths of September and October, a 
total of 46 families entered the Mountain-Plains Program. This 
figure compares with 100 families for the months of July and 
August . 

2. Marital Status - Single parent families represented 26% of the 
incoming families, dovy/n 5.9% from the previous two months. 
The cumulative figure rose to 19.07% - an increase of .48% from 
the last reported figures. 

3. Average Number of Jobs During the Past Three Years - The HOH 
averaged 2.68 jobs during this time period - an average of .85 jobs 
less than the cumulative average of 3.53. 

4. Average Length of Job - The HOH averaged 43.39 weeks per job - 
an increase of 9.84% over the previous two months, and resulted in 
an increase of 6.83% in the cumulative average. 

5. Average Family Income from Employment in the Past Year - The 
September-October average equalled $3,292.32 - an increase of 
14.85?/o over the previous two month figures. The cumulative figure 
rose to $3 , 050 . 63 - up . 48% . 

6. The Gross Amount of Debts Payable Over Next 12 Months - Septem- 
ber-October figures rose 15.2% to $940.32. Cumulative figures also 
rose 2.38% to $681 .98.
